The tour of the “fact-finding” com- 
mittee is being arranged, it is report- 
ed, by the Rev. Dr. Herbert C. Her- 
ring, who was a member of a “good- 
will commission” which went to Mex- 
ico for a similar purpose last spring. 
Other prominent members of the new 
committee, it is announced, will be the 
Rey. Dr. Paul Hutchinson, editor of 
the Christian Century, and Herbert 
Croly, editor of New Republic, “lib- 
eral” weekly. 

In his statement regarding the com- 
mittee and its objects, Father Burke 
said: 

“The public will await the report of 
this second Herring committee with 
an open mind.
